As we enter autumn following another wildly successful summer season, we bring you our highly anticipated 
November Platinum Session and Signature Auction. Filled with ancient and vintage rarities from every corner of the 
globe, you'll find an impressive variety and high-end quality we consistently offer within these very pages. 


We have an exciting lineup of ancient coins across both sessions of this sale, many of which we consider 
collection highlights. First, we open the auction with a series of Sicilian silver pieces, starting with a massive Fine 
Style Syracusan decadrachm by the “Shell Engraver” executed in a manner similar to Euainetos, and a variety 

of tetradrachms from Syracuse, Leontini, Messana, and rounding off with a Siculo-Punic issue. Next, we have 

a magnificent Mint State Star Athenian owl tetradrachm featuring the coveted Full Crest; this breathtaking piece 
shimmers and shines as it catches the light in your hand. And finally, an intriguing group of four Babylonian gold 
issues—two unlisted double-darics, and two single darics—all seemingly unlisted in any of the standard references. 
Along with these wonderful Greek issues, we have a lovely assortment of Roman and Byzantine gold for your 
consideration. 


As we enter “modernity,” selections from four ever-popular collecting segments—Great Britain, France, Russia, 

and Peru—take the stage. Teeing up our selection of French rarities are two incredibly fine 2 Louis d’Ors, including 

a Lille-minted example of Louis XV, certified an astounding MS66 that sits atop the census for the denomination. 
Close behind is an assortment of 100 Francs, including two key-date 1894s, an MS63 and an MS64 Prooflike, that 
are expected to entice the most discerning 100 Franc collectors. Our British representatives include two near-choice 
Gothic Crowns, a mainstay of each of our sales, seemingly generating greater interest per offering. A selection of 
better gold also populates these pages, with a William & Mary “Elephant & Castle” 5 Guineas, a large-format Victoria 
“Diamond Jubilee” Medal, and an especially nice 1714 Anne Guinea. 


Selections from Peru entail six 100 Soles, including one of the expected top lots for the auction, a low-mintage 
example from 1958 in MS65. Having gained significant market traction over the past few years, we expect surprising 
results from these Lima products. Our offerings of Russian origin come from all corners and ages of the imperial and 
Soviet eras, headlined by a silver 2 Para struck for Moldavia and Wallachia and a Peter | Novodel Pattern 2 Roubles 
in MS61, both of which are veritable highlights. Other exciting rarities include two gold 5 Roubles of Nicholas |, two 
enticing gold Medals from Nicholas Il, and a 1928 Pattern 15 Kopecks. 


We anticipate your shared sense of excitement for the lots offered within this catalog, as it was a pleasure anda 


privilege to describe them. We hope to accommodate your needs with the items herein, and as always, we wish you 
the best of luck in your bidding and collecting endeavors.

”Shell Engraver” in the Style of Euainetos 


30001 SICILY. Syracuse. Time of Dionysius I (405-370 BC). AR 
decadrachm (34mm, 41.57 gm, 9h). NGC AU 4/5 - 2/5, Fine Style, light 
smoothing, scratches. Unsigned dies by the “shell engraver” in the style 
of Euainetos, ca. 400 BC. Racing quadriga driven left by charioteer, reins 
in left hand, kentron in right; Nike flying right in field above crowning 
driver, military arms, including aspis (shield), greaves, cuirass, and crest- 
ed Attic helmet, all joined by horizontal spear, AOAA (“prizes”) below all 
in exergue, dotted border / LYY-PA-K-O-XION, head of Arethusa left, hair 
wreathed in barley ears, wearing triple pendant earring and beaded neck- 
lace; scallop shell in right field, four dolphins swimming around, dotted 
border. Gallatin (RXI/FID). Crisply struck from a fresh, high-relief reverse 
die. Overall bright with dramatic, silhouette toning and quite attractive in 
hand. Rare die combination with only two examples cited in Gallatin.

Widely considered to be the most beautiful coins ever struck, the immense 
silver decadrachms of Syracuse from the later fifth century BC represent 
the full flowering of classical Greek sculptural art. Syracuse, the fore- 
most Greek city in Sicily, had produced coins of exceptional beauty for 
nearly a century when, ca. 415 BC, engravers began signing their coin 
dies. Chief among these were the master engravers Kimon and Euainetos, 
whose large silver decadrachms seemed to capture the spirit of the artistic 
and intellectual revolution then sweeping the Greek world. The obverse of 
these pieces depicts a four-horse racing chariot, or quadriga, in full ca- 
reer to left while Nike, goddess of Victory, flies above to crown the driver 
with a laurel wreath. Below this scene is a set of Greek armor offered as 
a prize to the victorious charioteer. The reverse depicts a beautiful head 
of Arethusa, nymph of a sacred spring, with dolphins frolicking around 
her. The decadrachm of Euainetos became a widely-copied archetype for 
Greek coinage, and the master engravers head of Arethusa remains a 
paradigm of cool, classical beauty today.

Acanthus was a city situated on the western shore of the Chalcidice Pen- 
insula, near the entrance to the Athos Peninsula. Founded as a Greek 
colony in the 7th century BC by settlers from the Greek city of Andrus, 
its location along the coastline and its proximity to a silver mine made 
it strategically important for maritime trade and defense. Of the Archaic 
Greek coinages, the imagery of Acanthus is among the most striking and 
influential, depicting a lion attacking a bull, a motif soon adopted by sev- 
eral other cities. Lions prowled the hinterlands of Thrace and Macedon in 
this era and Herodotus recounts an episode when the baggage train of the 
Persian King Xerxes ’s army was set upon by lions during its march from 
Asia Minor into Greece proper.

The most dashing of Alexander s successors, Demetrius I Poliorcetes was 
the son of the great Macedonian general Antigonus Monopthalmus (“one- 
eyed”), who served both Philip II and Alexander LII the Great. After Al- 
exander s death, Demetrius led armies in support of his father s claim to 
supreme power. He won an important naval victory in 306 BC at Sala- 
mis against the Ptolemaic fleet. He, along with his father, accepted the 
title Basileos (“king”), ending the fiction that the Diadochi were ruling 
a united government. In 305 BC, Demetrius subjected Rhodes to a monu- 
mental siege, employing the largest and most elaborate artillery engines 
and battle towers yet constructed. Ultimately unsuccessful, the siege still 
won him the epithet Poliorcetes (“besieger”’), by which he is still known. 
He had more success ruling Macedon during 301-288 BC, but his extrava- 
gance and capricious nature eventually proved his undoing and he spent 
his waning years in comfortable Seleucid captivity. Still, the dynasty he 
established endured in Macedon until 168 BC. This dynamic tetradrachm 
type was struck at several mints in honor of the great naval victory over 
Ptolemy at Salamis, with the obverse image of Nike matching closely with 
the famous marble statue of the winged goddess found at Samothrace and 
now housed in the Louvre. The reverse image of Poseidon is rendered 
here in wonderful style, an undeniable masterpiece of anatomical relief 
sculpture in miniature.

Alexander the Great's conquest of the Achaemenid Empire in the 4th 
century BC had a profound impact on the regions art and culture. This 
notable time in history displays an intriguing fusion of Hellenistic and 
Achaemenid forms, creating a novel artistic style known as Greco-Per- 
sian. As Alexander's influence permeated across the expansive empire, 
Greek artistic conventions began to suffuse with the long-standing tradi- 
tions of the Achaemenid aesthetic doctrine, which can be directly appreci- 
ated in contemporary coinage. At times the imagery capitalized on the 
Achaemenid motifs, such as this imitative issue. In other coins, like the 
Satrapal double-darics of Mazaeus, the motifs are far more Hellenistic. 


These shifts did not entirely supplant the original Achaemenid styles. 
Rather, they led to a fusion of unique regional coinage, where Hellenis- 
tic motifs exist alongside traditional Persian designs, embodying a visual 
narrative of cultural amalgamation that marked this influential historical 
period.

This series can justifiably be termed the “worlds first major gold coinage.” While the Lydian kingdom and several Greek city states of Asia Minor had 
previously struck coins in electrum, a natural alloy of gold and silver, the accession of Croesus to the Lydian throne circa 561 BC ushered in a revolution 
in the world economy. The most important reform attributed to Croesus was the introduction of a bimetallic coinage in gold and silver, first augmenting 
and then replacing the previous electrum issues. The lion had previously been used by Alyattes, and one theory is that this is a dynastic type, with the 
lion representing Alyattes, and the bull representing his son and successor. The creation of separate gold and silver denominations ranging from a full 
stater down to 1/96th of a stater was a visionary move that had a major impact on the ancient economy. Gold staters were initially minted by Croesus on 
a “heavy” standard of about 10.7 grams, the same weight as the new silver stater denomination, although, since silver is a lighter metal, the gold issues 
were smaller in size and much more valuable.

In numismatic circles, Croesus is most famous for introducing the worlds 
first bimetallic standard, issuing coins of both gold and silver. Prior to 
this, coins were produced in electrum, a naturally occurring alloy of gold 
and silver. This situation obviously caused a number of problems, most 
notably because the proportions of gold to silver were inconsistent. In 
fact, there is strong evidence to suggest that Croesus’ father, Alyattes, ar- 
tificially manipulated the gold-to-silver ratio in his electrum coins in his 
favor; the natural occurring electrum in Asia Minor typically has a gold- 
to-silver ratio of 75%-25%, though his coins were struck with 54% gold 
and 44% silver. 


The eminent scholar of early coinage, John Kroll, argues that the gold 
standard of Croesus was introduced in several stages, designed at recall- 
ing as many of the circulating electrum staters as possible. The early elec- 
trum staters of Asia Minor were typically struck on a weight standard of 
14.15 grams. Considering the relative value of gold to silver at the time 
was 1:13, then one gold stater of the so-called “heavy” series of King 
Croesus, based on a weight standard of 10.8 grams, would have been 
equal to the gold and silver content of one electrum stater, which circu- 
lated at an assumed ratio of 75% gold and 25% silver. Kroll argues that 
the Lydian government used this heavy standard to recall the old electrum 
coins and reissue the new heavy standard gold coins at a 1:1 ratio. 


Once a sufficient number had been recalled, the Lydian government is- 
sued the new light stater, which weighed approximately 8.05 grams. Kroll 
continues his argument that this new weight standard was designed to 
recall as many of the remaining electrum coins as possible, as the 8.05 
gram standard is based on the actual gold and silver content of early elec- 
trum coins (54% gold and 44% silver). In other words, the heavy standard 
was used to replace electrum staters at their circulating face value and 
the light standard was used to recall coins at their actual gold and silver 
value.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 69 BC and 
succeeded her father Ptolemy XI Auletes in 51 BC. She soon faced a suc- 
cession crisis: Her weak-willed younger brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy 
XIII, was dominated by a circle of courtiers who feared Cleopatra's keen 
intellect and resolute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 
48 BC, shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of Phar- 
salus. Ptolemy ordered Pompey ’s murder, but this only outraged Caesar, 
who showed up days later and occupied the royal palace. Cleopatra had 
herself wrapped in a carpet and smuggled into Caesar's presence for a 
meeting. This display of spunk by the nubile 20-year-old enchanted the 
dictator. The two likely became lovers that night, and Caesar's bitter 
Alexandrine War, which ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XIII, 
was fought on her behalf: Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while 
Cleopatra conceived and bore him a son. Caesar returned to Rome in 47 
BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. She was thus 
in Rome when Caesar was murdered on 15 March 44 BC. Returning to 
Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the Triumvir Marc Antony at Tar- 
sus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful Roman succumbed to Cleopatra’ 
charms, and within a year she had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl. 
In 37 BC, Cleopatra provided money and supplies in support of Antony's 
abortive invasion of Parthia and a punitive raid on Armenia the follow- 
ing year. Antony s adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his increas- 
ing dependence on Cleopatra and his promise to bestow most of Rome's 
eastern possessions upon her and her children led his partner in power, 
Octavian, to declare war in 32 BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign 
and suffered a heavy naval defeat at Actium in September, 31 BC, after 
which he and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian’s approach in 30 BC, 
Antony committed suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, utilizing 
the poisonous bite of the sacred asp.

This series of coins celebrate Marc Antony's victory over Armenia, which 
was used as propaganda to bolster his image back in Rome after failing 
to defeat Parthia. During the Parthian campaign, Antony had enlisted the 
help of Armenia; however, when it became evident that their side would 
lose the war, King Artavasdes II fled back to Armenia. Antony viewed this 
abandonment as a betrayal. While, plotting his revenge on Artavasdes II, 
he played nice until he made it safely out of the Armenian region. In order 
to enact this revenge, Antony fled to his lover, Cleopatra, and in 37 BC, 
used the wealth of Egypt to depose King Artavasdes LI. This monetary 
backing became known as the “Donations of Alexandria” and the result- 
ing political fallout of this “donation” was swift. Octavian used Antony & 
entanglement with Egypt, and Cleopatra, as a reason for him to end his 
own politically tenuous coalition with Antony, turning the people against 
the couple and thereby sealing their fate.

During the Jewish War of 65-70, 
he commanded Legio X Fretensis and earned enough distinction to be 
named Consul by Vespasian in AD 70. He subsequently governed Syria 
in the mid-70s, repelling an invasion by the Parthians, and won a high 
proconsular post in Asia under Titus. His death date is unknown, but he 
likely survived long enough to see his son adopted by Nerva and raised to 
the purple in AD 98. In AD 112 the Senate ordered Trajan Senior deified, 
an event marked by the issuance of this extremely rare aureus. As Nerva 
had already been deified, Trajan had the unique distinction of claiming 
two gods as his fathers.

While the early fifth century AD saw the West Roman frontier collapse un- 
der waves of barbarian invaders, the island province of Britain remained 
relatively unscathed. The Roman legions in Britain watched in horror as 
Germanic hordes ravaged Germany, Gaul, and Spain, while the feeble 
emperor Honorius did little more than play with his pet chickens. Accord- 
ingly, the British legions took matters into their own hands and raised up 
Flavius Claudius Constantinus, known to history as Constantine III, in the 
spring of AD 407. Although only a common soldier, he appears to have 
had some charisma and no little ability. Crossing the channel with a small 
army, he fought his way across Gaul against both barbarian invaders and 
Roman forces sent by Honorius to crush him before setting up court in 
Arles in May AD 408. Spain, too, offered him recognition. Flush with suc- 
cess, Constantine made his son Constans co-emperor. He wrote letters 

to Honorius in AD 409 offering a pact of mutual support. Honorius re- 

sponded favorably, sending Constantine a purple Imperial robe. But at the 
peak of his success, Constantines closest backer, the general Gerontius, 

revolted and made common cause with the Visigoths, costing him all of 
his hard-won territory in Spain. Early in AD 411, Constans was captured 
and killed by Gerontius, who next besieged Constantine at Arles. An army 
sent by Honorius soon appeared on the scene, but instead of rescuing 
Constantine, it renewed the siege and demanded his surrender. Cornered, 

Constantine attempted to take vows for the priesthood, but the gesture 
proved futile and he was captured and executed on the orders of Honorius.

The silver tetradrachms of Leontini show a notable progress 
of artistic styles throughout the fifth century, beginning with 
archaic depictions of a walking quadriga similar to issues of 
Sicily, to a highly stylized Apollo head of a “mannerist” style, 
to the final evolution of circa 435-430 BC, depicting Apollo in 
a highly refined and naturalistic form. Leontini’s reliance on 
agriculture instead of sea trade is reflected with the barley corns 
surrounding the central lion on the reverse.

After the destruction of Motya by the Syracusan tyrant Dionysius 
I, the Carthaginians relocated the surviving population to a 
new, well-defended fortress on the western corner of Sicily. The 
Greeks called the city Lilybaion, while the Carthaginians referred 
to it as Ras Melgqart, or the “Cape of Melqart.” A second Punic 
mint (after Entella) was established there producing coins closely 
modeled on the issues of Syracuse, usually featuring a charg- 
ing quadriga backed with a female head surrounded by leaping 
dolphins. Coinage at Lilybaion ended in about 305 BC and was 
not resumed until the Romans took full control of Sicily a century 
later.

While the types of this gold stater issue of Colophon conform 
to the norm for Philip II (359-336 BC), the magnificent obverse 
die of this late posthumous issue of Colophon bears a portrait of 
“Apollo” that is quite distinctive and clearly depicts a real person. 
Comparison with the coins of Lysimachus and surviving portrait 
sculpture leaves no doubt the image represents Alexander III the 
Great himself. The issue seems intended to legitimize the patch- 
work Macedonian regime put together by Alexander's generals 
after his death in Babylon under the figurehead rulers Philip IL 
Arrhidaeus, Alexander’s half-brother, and the infant Alexander 
IV, his posthumously born son. As such, the “Philip” named on 
the reverse should probably be seen as referring to Arrhidaeus 
rather than the traditional attribution to Philip LI.

Phanes was evidently a Carian or Ephesian minister or aristo- 
crat of the later 7th century BC. The name is known from a rare 
group of electrum staters and a lesser denominations that bear 
a stag and the Greek legend “I am the badge of Phanes” or “of 
Phanes.” These are among the earliest coins to bear legends. 
It has also been speculated that the name refers to a divinity, 
perhaps Apollo-Phaneos (light-bringer) or Artemis (due to the 
stag). The Phanes coinage falls into seven denominations, from a 
full stater down to a 1/96 stater, all featuring the stag in various 
poses; only the full stater and third-stater or trite are inscribed, 
but the distinctive rendering of the stag links all denominations 
of the series to the same issuer. The fact that Phanes is otherwise 
unattested as a king or satrap indicates the first coins may have 
been struck by private individuals, rather than governments or 
royal courts.

The citizens chose as their patron 
deity Helios, god of the sun, whose rays shone down with such 
alluring brilliance year-round on the island.

In the myth of the founding of Rome, Aeneas was the child of Venus 
and Anchises. With the fall of Troy, Aeneas, a Trojan warrior, was 
ordered by the gods to flee with a group of people including his 
father and son, ulus. After Aeneas’ own “Odyssey” through the 
Mediterranean, he landed in Italia, and his legacy would become 
the founding of Rome and his descendants would be Romulus and 
Remus. With this coins imagery, Julius Caesar refers to the mythi- 
cal founding of Rome and was used to link Julius Caesar's lineage 
to lulus, then Aeneas, and finally to Venus. Caesar also used the 
obverse of this coin to lay claim to the goddess Venus over his 
opponent of the time, Pompey the Great. The reverse refers to the 
moment Aeneas fled Troy, carrying his father to safety with him. 
This story was later immortalized in Virgil’s Aeneid, under the 
auspices of Augustus, who used this story to link himself by exten- 
sion of his adoption by Julius Caesar to the founding of Rome.

Julius Caesar used the Roman founding myth, memorialized in 
the Aeneid by Virgil, to link his lineage to Iulus, the son of Aeneas, 
and grandson of Venus. Thereby, laying claim to the goddess 
Venus over his opponent at the time, Pompey the Great.

This series of coins containing the “DICT PERPETVO”, or 
Dictator in Perpetuity, in conjunction with his lifetime portrait, is 
considered by historians as the coins that killed Caesar.

Apart from this rare issue, the moneyer L. Servius Rufus is oth- 
erwise unknown. The obverse had traditionally been assigned 
to Ser. Sulpicius Rufus, responsible in part for raising the siege 
of Tusculum, which would link to the reverse of the aureus of 
this issue, showing a view of the city (Crawford 515/la). However, 
since this moneyer is Servius and not Sulpicius, Crawford notes 
there is not solid ground for this identification, as well as the 
portrait is remarkably similar to that of Brutus on coinage minted 
the previous year. There is no reason for a moneyer not to choose 
a portrait of someone who was not a relative, and the practice 
is well attested to gain political sympathy for a cause. Crawford 
concludes the portrait is Brutus, and the moneyer was linking his 
cause to the anti-Triumviral sentiments of Sallust in the bellum 
Catilinae, written ca. 42 BC.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 
69 BC and succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. 
She soon faced a succession crisis: Her weak-willed younger 
brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy XIII, was dominated by a circle 
of courtiers who feared Cleopatra’s keen intellect and reso- 
lute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 48 BC, 
shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle 
of Pharsalus. Ptolemy ordered Pompey’s murder, but this only 
outraged Caesar, who showed up days later and occupied the 
royal palace. Cleopatra had herself wrapped in a carpet and 
smuggled into Caesar's presence for a meeting. This display of 
spunk by the nubile 20-year-old enchanted the dictator. The two 
likely became lovers that night, and Caesar's bitter Alexandrine 
War, which ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XIII, was 
fought on her behalf. Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt 
while Cleopatra conceived and bore him a son, Ptolemy XV also 
known as Caesarion (“Little Caesar”). Caesar returned to Rome 
in 47 BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. 
She was thus in Rome when Caesar was murdered on March 15, 
44 BC. Returning to Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the 
Triumvir Marc Antony at Tarsus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful 
Roman succumbed to Cleopatra’s charms, and within a year she 
had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl, and another boy a few 
years later. 


Antony's adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his increas- 
ing dependence on Cleopatra, and his promise to bestow most 
of Rome’s eastern possessions upon her and her children, led 
his partner in power, Octavian, to declare war on them, in 32 
BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign and suffered a heavy 
naval defeat at Actium in September, 31 BC, after which he 
and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian’s approach in 30 BC, 
Antony committed suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, 
utilizing the poisonous bite of the sacred asp. 


This series of coins celebrate Marc Antony’s victory over 
Armenia, which was used as propaganda to bolster his image 
back in Rome after failing to defeat Parthia. During the Parthian 
campaign, Antony had enlisted the help of Armenia; however, 
when it became evident that their side would lose the war, King 
Artavasdes II fled back to Armenia. Antony viewed this abandon- 
ment as a betrayal. While, plotting his revenge on Artavasdes II, 
he played nice until he made it safely out of the Armenian region. 
In order to enact this revenge, Antony fled to his lover, Cleopatra, 
and in 37 BC, used the wealth of Egypt to depose King Artavasdes 
II. This monetary backing became known as the “Donations of 
Alexandria” and the resulting political fallout of this “donation” 
was swift. Octavian used Antony's entanglement with Egypt, and 
Cleopatra, as a reason for him to end his own politically tenuous 
coalition with Antony, turning the people against the couple and 
thereby sealing their fate.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had 
a difficult act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of 
his reign, he did a commendable job running the vast empire 
bequeathed to his care. Cautious and frugal, he engaged in 
no wars of conquest and kept the Empire’s finances in good ; 

order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and began BEE Eh nigel Aes Ns Teneo ee 
handing off duties to his unscrupulous second fiddles, namely 
the Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, 
Macro. The resulting bloodbath among members of his own 
family, and their Senatorial supporters, tarnished his name 
throughout history. There are reports that, in the end, Tiberius 
did not die of natural causes. Suetonius, himself, believed rumors 
that Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered him with a pillow, 
and then he fell dead. He was deified upon death. 


The Temple of Janus was one of the oldest structures in the 
Roman Forum. In keeping with the spirit of Janus, the two-faced 
god, the temple had large doors on two opposing sides. According 
to tradition, the doors were kept open in wartime and closed 
during times of peace. The closing of the Temple doors was a rare 
event, even during the Pax Romana. In AD 66, having recently 
concluded a favorable peace treaty with Parthia, Nero closed the 
doors with great fanfare and marked the occasion on his coinage.

Annia Galeria Faustina was born into an aristocratic Roman 
senatorial family of Spanish descent. Her father and one brother 
achieved the rank of Consul; her other brother, Marcus Annius 
Verus, became Praetor and was father to the future Emperor 
Marcus Aurelius. Her maternal uncle was the Emperor Hadrian. 
In about AD 115, she married Titus Fulvius Antoninus, a respect- 
ed Senator, and through her connections he became a close 
advisor to Hadrian. When Hadrian’s intended successor, Aelius 
Caesar, died early in AD 138, the ailing emperor settled on the 
52-year-old Antoninus as his replacement. Antoninus succeeded 
to the throne later that year and Faustina was acclaimed as 
Augusta, or Empress. Antoninus honored her extensively on the 
coinage and her vivacity, fashion sense and compassion for the 
poor made her very popular. Her distinctive hairstyle, with a 
plait wrapped in a tight coil atop her head, was copied by women 
throughout the Empire. While the staid Roman historians of later 
eras criticized her lack of “gravitas,” Antoninus was devoted to 
her. The couple had four children, two sons and two daughters. 
Although both male children died in infancy, the daughters lived 
well into adulthood, and one, Faustina the Younger, married 
Marcus Aurelius and became Augusta herself. Only two years 
into Antoninus’ reign, Faustina died of an unknown illness. The 
grief-stricken Antoninus secured her deification and issued an 
immense coinage in her name, the largest for any Roman woman 
to that point. This magnificent aureus falls into the posthumous 
series.

Struck during a period when Byzantium was paying enormous 
tribute to the Huns, this coin very well could have been part of 
the 700 pounds of gold (50,400 solidi) that Constantinople sent to 
the Huns every year after AD 433. Following a successful Hunnic 
invasion of the Balkans in AD 447, the tribute was tripled to an 
unthinkable sum of 151,200 solidi per year. These truly exorbitant 
tribute payments lasted only three years, however, as Marcian 
simply refused to pay them on his ascension to the throne in AD

Justinian II's son Tiberius, pictured here on the right of the reverse, 
lived a short and tragic life. He was born in Khazaria (the north- 
ern area between the Black and Caspian Seas) to a local princess, 
Theodora, and Justinian. He was declared co-emperor by his 
father at the age of one. By the time he was five, he was present 
with his father at some official ceremonies, such as the reception 
for Pope Constantine in AD 710. A revolt against his despotic 
father materialized in AD 711, and little Tiberius was taken by 
his grandmother Anastasia to a church for sanctuary. However, 
the new emperor Bardanes knew that as the last member of the 
dynasty of Heraclius, he might still pose a threat. Agents sent by 
Bardanes mercilessly dragged the six-year old Tiberius from the 
church and his grandmother's arms, murdering him outside. Fate 
did not forgive Bardanes for this horrific act, as he himself was 
deposed, blinded, and mutilated only two years later. 


But this was not the end of little Tiberius’ story. The Arabs 
decided on one last all-out effort to capture Constantinople 
in AD 715, and they figured it would perhaps help encourage 
some Byzantines to defect to them if they fought on behalf of the 
“missing” great-great-great-grandson of Heraclius. Few believed 
the Arabs’ impostor and their forces were eventually driven back 
two years later. More than two decades later, an Arab man by the 
name of Bashir bribed an elderly and blind Christian man named 
Theophantus who was living in Syria to travel to the caliph and 
inform him that he knew of the whereabouts of Tiberius. Bashir 
then appeared before the caliph and made a convincing perfor- 
mance, so much so that the caliph allowed him to don royal robes 
and parade through the formerly Byzantine cities of Syria. While 
in the northern Syrian city of Edessa, he was discovered as a pre- 
tender and immediately crucified.

One of a debilitating string of short-lived rulers from the early 
eighth century, Bardanes was a general of Armenian origins who 
was proclaimed emperor upon the final overthrow of Justinian 
II. Almost immediately, he alienated the clergy and populace 
by reviving the Monothelete heresy (proposing that Christ had 
a single, divine nature and will) which had supposedly been 
stamped out decades previously. He was also unsuccessful in 
stopping Arab and Bulgarian advances, prompting the Byzantine 
army to depose and blind him after 18 months of ineffective rule. 
He was replaced by the finance minister Artemius, who reigned 
as Anastasius II. This extraordinary piece shows the unusually 
fine artistry employed on the coinage for so ephemeral a reign, 
showing the emperor holding two symbols of office dating back 
to Roman times: the globus cruciger and scipio aquila, a scepter 
topped by an eagle.

Although often cited as only a mild civil servant thrust into the 
role of short-reigning emperor, Anastasius II Artemius was 
rather a more formidable character than his origins might 
suggest. An imperial secretary to several emperors, he ascended 
to the purple when soldiers from the volatile Opsikian Theme in 
Thrace rose up and overthrew the Emperor Philippicus, whose 
unorthodox religious views had alienated the populace and 
soldiery. Artemius was chosen for his intimate knowledge of the 
imperial bureaucracy and orthodox religion. He chose to rule 
under the name Anastasius in honor of the ruler of two centu- 
ries previous who had strengthened the Empire through sound 
financial measures. One of his first actions was to arrest and 
execute the conspirators against Philippicus and impose harsh 
discipline on the army. Understanding that Constantinople would 
soon be besieged by Arab armies, he repaired the walls and 
ordered construction of a new fleet, which he sent on a success- 
ful preemptive raid of Rhodes. He also placed the army of the 
Anatolian Theme under the command of the talented general Leo 
the Isaurian, later emperor, and ordered it to invade Syria. In the 
meantime, however, the unruly Thracian troops tired of his dis- 
cipline and revolted a second time. After a two-month siege, they 
took Constantinople and replaced Anastasius with another civil 
servant, who ascended the throne as Theodosius II. Anastasius 
fled to Nicaea, where he abdicated and entered a monastery. 
Four years later, he attempted to resume the throne, but he was 
captured and executed.

Irene, Sole Reign (AD 797-802). AV solidus (20mm, 4.39 
gm, 6h). NGC Choice AU 4/5 - 4/5. Constantinople. CIRIhH- 
bASILISSH, bust of Irene facing, wearing loros and crown with 
pendilia, two pinnacles, and cross in center, globus cruciger in right 
hand, transverse cruciform scepter in left / --EIRIhH-bASILISSH 
X, bust of Irene facing, wearing loros and crown with pendilia, 
two pinnacles, and cross in center, globus cruciger in right hand, 
transverse cruciform scepter in left. Sear 1599. Exquisite regal 
portraits of the powerful empress highlighted by its luster. 


The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene was a milestone in 
both Roman and Byzantine history, as it marked the first time a 
woman ruled the Empire in her own right. Previous empresses 
had effectively wielded supreme power, but only by using a male 
figurehead as nominal ruler. An Athenian beauty of renowned 
intellect, Irene rose to prominence as the wife of Emperor Leo 
IV. When Leo died in AD 780, Irene ruled as regent for their ado- 
lescent son Constantine VI until iconoclast ministers forced her 
ouster. But when Constantine VI embarrassed the regime with 
a series of military blunders and public scandals, Irene had him 
ousted and blinded in AD 797, seizing sole power for herself. She 
won popularity with generous handouts and tax reductions, but 
the state's coffers soon emptied and she faced a series of military 
disasters that further undermined her position. Furthermore, the 
accession of a female promoted the Pope in Rome to declare the 
imperial throne vacant and the Frankish king Charlemagne was 
duly crowned “Emperor of the Romans” in AD 800. He in turn 
sent Irene an offer of marriage which might have united Eastern 
and Western Christendom under one government and changed 
the course of history, but it was not to be: In AD 802 Irene was 
ousted in a coup led by her finance minister Nicephorus, who 
exiled her to Lesbos, where she died the following year. Her devo- 
tion to icons led to her canonization in the Orthodox Church.

Born of humble parentage in central Anatolia, Michael the 
Amorian entered the army and rose through the ranks to become 
the right-hand man of Leo V the Armenian; however, in AD 820 
Leo accused him of treason and had him arrested. Partisans of 
Michael assassinated Leo and raised Michael to the purple. He 
was challenged by a rival general, Thomas the Slav, and the 
resultant civil war lasted until AD 823, allowing the Arabs to 
invade Crete and Sicily. Elsewhere he held the line. Of iconoclas- 
tic views, Michael was tolerant as to enforcement, and religious 
unrest receded. He was the first emperor in decades to die quietly 
in his bed, leaving the throne to his learned son Theophilus.

Constructed in 537 AD, it was envi- 
sioned to outshine the Temple of Solomon in Jerusalem, reflecting 
Justinian I’s aspirations for his reign and the empire. With this 
remarkable monument, Justinian sought to emphasize Orthodox 
Christianity’s dominance and his own divine authority.

Louis II de Male (1346-1384) gold Lion heaume d’or 
ND (1365-1370) AU Details (Removed From Jewelry) NGC, 
Ghent mint, Fr-157, Delm-460. A splendidly designed type that is 
strongly collected, even when encountered with light damage. 


Louis II de Male (1346-1384) gold Chaise d’Or au 
lion ND (1369-1384) MS64 NGC, Ghent or Maline mint, Fr-163, 
Delm-466. 4.44gm. High-grade survivors of this hammered issue, 
though not particularly common, always impress for the quality 
of design and craftsmanship. Every millimeter of this fantasti- 
cally preserved piece plays an integral part in telling the story of 
the wealth and power of Flanders when it was a dominant force 
in regional trade and a leading center for cloth production. This 
example is borderline flawless and possesses more readability 
of the legends than comparable pieces.

& Feuardent in 1902 [lot 2152], and subsequently donated to the 
Bibliotheque Nationale), and the other in the Garrett Collection 
(Bank Leu-Numismatic Fine Arts October 1984, Lot 1019, pur- 
chased from Henry Chapman in 1928); it was altogether missing 
from the Jean Rousseau and Jacques Reichel collections, and 
unrecorded by Poey d’Avant and Boudeau. What is more, the 
Garrett specimen appears to have been struck from a distinct 
obverse die with a rosette, rather than a pellet, as the initial mark.

This ambitious goal and grant likely 
accounts for the awarding of this medal, as Schrader was the 
winner in the competition for funding. 


Demonstrating a robust strike in high relief, this beautiful Medal 
even displays some stunning contrast with delicately frosted 
legends and devices. Very little evidence of handling presents, 
with just a faint whisper of friction visible under magnifica- 
tion, and no gouges or marks. An impressive piece of exonumia, 
worthy of a strong bid.

GERMAN EAST AFRICA 


German Colony. Wilhelm II 2 Rupien 1893 MS64 NGC, Berlin 
mint, KMS, J-714. German colonial issues are no strangers to 
eccentric toning, yet this example really dazzles in its jostled 
interplay of colors, textures, and patterns. Patches and streaks 
of teal, gold, and bronze unsystematically ornament the surface 
while the Prussian militarism displayed on the obverse contrasts 
sharply with the sub-Saharan palm and lion motif that decorates 
the reverse. This should appeal to specialists in the series as well 
as collectors looking to add special items of interest to their cabi- 
nets.

Otto 5 Mark 1888-D MS64 NGC, Munich mint, 
KM907, J-44. One-year type, graced by glistening cartwheel 
luster and satiny surfaces. This is a somewhat challenging issue 
in Mint State, with none finer at NGC. 


Brunswick-Liineburg-Calenberg-Hannover. George III gold 
Pistole 1803-C AU58 NGC, Clausthal mint, KM418. Minted in 
honor of Georg HI, the Duke of Brunswick-Liineburg, who is now 
widely recognized for his predominant role as King George III 
of Great Britain. It represents a relatively elusive type, noted as 
“Trade Coinage”, marking the third of its kind that we have had 
the privilege of offering.

Prooflike PCGS, Berlin mint, KM100, Dav-732. Single-year 
type. Hyper-prismatic and essentially fully preserved, this jewel 
will stand out even in the finest Taler collections. The better of 
only two examples at PCGS. 


Nassau. Adolph 2 Gulden 1846 MS66 PCGS, Wiesbaden 
mint, KM70, Dav-746, Thun-233. A tempting offering whose 
appearances demand closer inspection. Dressed in a pervasive 
champagne aura and nary an imperfection to note, the piece at 
hand stands atop the rest, even besting the Cape Coral MS65+ we 
offered in January. 


Prussia. Wilhelm I gold 20 Mark 1875-B AU58 NGC, 
Hannover mint, KM505. A handsome specimen that stands out 
in its class. Its fine details, clear legends, and high-quality honey 
luster contribute to its impressive standing. Furthermore, it shares 
the distinction of being at the pinnacle of the NGC certified 
population, tied with only three other coins, further enhancing its 
desirability and value to collectors.

Cameo NGC, Berlin mint, KM515. Minted in the notorious “Year 
of the Three Emperors”, this coin marks a momentous historical 
period characterized by the passing of Wilhelm I and Friedrich 
IH, making way for the era of Wilhelm I, the last Emperor of the 
German Reich. Exhibiting high reflectivity, this example retains 
its captivating sun-champagne luster despite slight wear on the 
lower fields.

Pleasing dark blue and light pink 
toning on the obverse provides interesting contrast for the blast 
white reverse. An incredible obverse design. 


Prussia. Wilhelm II “Mansfeld” 3 Mark 1915-A MS66 PCGS, 
Berlin mint, KM539, J-115. Boldly struck with an amber under- 
current that contrasts beautifully with the satiny silver surfaces. 


Prussia. Wilhelm II Proof 5 Mark 1888-A PR64 PCGS, Berlin 
mint, KMS512, J-101. The precise definition and mirrored surfaces 
impress on this Proof emission that shares the top spot at PCGS. 


Prussia. Wilhelm II gold 20 Mark 1915-A MS64 NGC, Berlin 
mint, KM537, J-253. This elusive coin represents the last issue 
date of a brief three-year series, spanning from 1913 to 1915. The 
onset of World War I interrupted its production, leaving only a 
handful of high-condition examples in existence today. With the 
current piece ranking highly in the certified population, its daz- 
zling brilliance, nuanced cartwheel luster, and honey-lemon hues 
underscore its impressive standing. 


Regensburg. Free City gold “Peace of Westphalia” Ducat 1649 
UNC Details (Rim Filing) NGC, KM119, Fr-2469a, Pax-146. An 
historic issue struck in celebration of the Peace of Westphalia, 
an event that ended the Thirty Years’ War, and one that is avidly 
collected not only for the occasion it marks, but also the obverse’s 
pictorial rendering of Noah’s Ark on stormy seas with a dove and 
rainbow above. 


Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. Karl Eduard 5 Mark 1907-A MS64 
PCGS, Berlin mint, KM174, J-148. Mintage: 10,000. A remark- 
able example of this low-mintage, one-year Crown-type from 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. Intensely frosty with cartwheel resplen- 
dence, just barely missing full-Gem status. 


Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. Karl Eduard gold 20 Mark 1905-A MS61 
PCGS, Berlin mint, KM172, J-274. Mintage: 10,000. An elusive 
one-year type featuring the bust of Charles Eduard. Scattered 
obverse abrasions limit the grade but the reverse unmarked and 
choice. Only six Mint State example of the type are certified at 
PCGS. 


Saxony. Johann Friedrich, Heinrich & Johann Ernst Taler ND 
(1500-1508) XF Details (Graffiti) NGC, Dav-9707. Flower in 
inscription variety. A noteworthy Taler, or Klappmiitzentaler, as 
its classic design, legends, and tri-portraiture is enhanced by the 
distinctive gunmetal patina. A subtle lower field of rose-cham- 
pagne toning creates a graceful touch to its overall handsome 
appearance. 


Saxony. Johann I Taler ND (1525-1532) AU Details (Reverse 
Tooled) NGC, Zwickau mint, Dav-9713. An immensely popular 
and fairly scarce representative from a large series of Talers origi- 
nating from Saxony, this particular Davenport reference coming 
to market maybe once every year and always generating inter- 
est. While the surfaces leave much to be desired as the tooling is 
extensive, the remnant details are ample and sure to propel this 
piece to the specialist’s collection. 
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Saxony. Johann Georg I gold Ducat 1617 MS63 NGC, Dresden 
mint, KM109, Fr-2663, Whiting-70. 3.47gm. Displayed on the 
obverse, the mantled bust of Johann Georg right, wearing elec- 
tor’s cap and holding sword; garnished coat-of-arms below. 
Reverse, the mantled bust of Friedrich III right, wearing elector’s 
cap and holding sword; garnished coat-of-arms below. Created on 
a broad flan, this large Ducat issue was struck to commemorate 
the 100th anniversary of the 95 Theses. Complete with well- 
struck elements, a silky lemon luster, and a light, as-made crease 
to the flan. Currently bested by only one other certified offering 
from NGC. 


Saxony. Friedrich August III “Mining” Taler 1779-IEC 
MS65+ NGC, Dresden mint, KM993.1, Dav-2691. An absolutely 
exquisite example of the type, besting the Cape Coral example 
with this coveted plus designation, surely awarded for the hasty 
luster that whips around the flan during in-hand inspection, 
breathing life into its steely, pewter patina. This type has been 
well-represented in auction records over the last two decades, but 
this specimen remains unchallenged across the major grading 
companies. 


Saxony. Johann gold 20 Mark 1873-E MS66 NGC, Dresden 
mint, KM1234. This incredible piece is bested by only one other 
offering, with less than forty known in the certified NGC popula- 
tion. As an elusive one-year type, we see one of the best examples 
of preservation possible in the form of a radiant cartwheel luster 
illuminating satin-champagne surfaces. 


Teutonic Order. Maximilian I of Austria 2 Taler 1614 AU5S8 
NGC, Hall mint, KM30, Dav-5854. 57.50gm. A sought-after 
double Taler issue, the smaller version of the 3 Taler issue in this 
sale. Cabinet patina pools in the expanses, leaving more original 
surface coloration to the crevices. Rub to the highpoints is com- 
mensurate with the grade, but the strike is nonetheless thorough. A 
single example places higher at NGC. Sold with collector’s tag.

within octolobe, lis in centre, lions in angles. A shimmering trea- 
sure executed on a slightly wavy flan. 


Henry VI (1st Reign, 1422-1461) gold 1/2 Noble ND (1422- 
1430) XF45 PCGS, Tower mint, Lis mm, Annulet issue, S-1805, 
N-1417, Schneider-293. 3.36gm. h | €nRIC (lis) D? * GRA * REX 
« AnGL’ « Z (retrograde) * FRAnC’ « (trefoil stops), crowned, 
armored figure of Henry standing facing in ship, sword in right 
hand with annulet at wrist, shield in left / (lis) DOmIn€ ¢ n€ « 
m * FVRORE * TVO * ARGVAS « m€ (mullet stop at beginning 
of legend, annulet stops), large floriate cross with h at center, 
crowned lions in angles, all within polylobe with trefoils in span- 
drels, with annulet in first spandrel of second quarter.

A type with 
no known Mint State survivors, so almost uncirculated examples 
come highly desirable.

The 
beauty of this offering lies in its meticulously crafted details, 
strikingly preserved to allow every feature to shine through.

This combination of superb quality 
and visual appeal makes it a noteworthy addition to any collec- 
tion.

29.14gm. While the circulation wear has softened the overall 
appearance of the coin, it allows a stunning cobalt-lavender 
toning to emerge on the lower fields. Every legend and motif is 
still fully visible, giving a nod to the excellent state of preserva- 
tion found on this almost 400 year type. 


Oliver Cromwell 1/2 Crown 1658 MS61 NGC, KMB207, 
S-3227A, ESC-252. The demand for Cromwellian types continues 
to outpace the supply, especially at this level of preservation. The 
soft lemony luster and mauvish hue on this piece offers better eye 
appeal than some that we have seen in higher grades. 


Oliver Cromwell Crown 1658/7 AU55 PCGS, KM-D207, 
S-3226, ESC-240. Dies by Thomas Simon. A wholesome, gently 
circulated example of this beautiful and historic issue. Gun-metal 
patina reveals areas of pleasing luminescence in the recessed 
areas of the design. Accompanied by an old collector ticket and an 
old Spink & Son ticket. 


Oliver Cromwell gold Pattern Broad of 20 Shillings 1656 
VF Details (Plugged) NGC, KM-PN25, S-3225, W&R-39 (R2). 
9.08gm. By Thomas Simon. As a coveted rarity in the British 
series, this coin is a testament to Oliver Cromwell’s term as 
the Lord Protector of the Commonwealth of England, marking 
the end of the English Civil War. Its allure lies in its meticu- 
lous craftsmanship, supervised by Thomas Simon and Pierre 
Blondeau, making it distinctly superior to its hammered predeces- 
sors. It features beautiful champagne-lemon surfaces with minor 
scratches/wear, as well as being ideally centered and well-stuck. 
We note the “plugged” designation as referring to the area sur- 
rounding the “5” in date. This combination results in a captivating 
visual effect that is sure to capture the interest of even the most 
seasoned collectors of this sought-after series. 


Charles II 1/2 Crown 1663 XF45 NGC, KM419, S-3361, 
ESC-439 (prev. ESC-457). Crowned cruciform shields, inter- 
linked C’s in angles variety. This is a strong example for the 
grade, with moderate yet evenly distributed wear, devices that 
remain largely intact, and a complete collar around the rim. 
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William III 1/2 Crown 1701 MS61 NGC, London mint, KM 
492.2, ESC-1046 (prev. ESC-564). DECIMO TERTIO edge. A 
conditionally rare issue, seldom offered in Mint State. Quite 
heavily patinated with a gun-metal tone on the obverse and a 
slightly lighter pewter tone on the reverse. No evidence of wear 
on the obverse combined with a subtle gloss has resulted in this 
impressive grade that has been awarded by NGC. 


Anne Crown 1707 AU53 PCGS, London mint, KM526.2, S-3601. 
This London mint Queen Anne Crown is more scarce than the 
Edinburgh mint issue of the same date. A conditionally rare type 
that is seldom offered in problem-free grades above XF. A dark 
blue, mauve, and old-time pewter patina offer an excellent veil of 
tone to the intricately detailed designs that shows only a touch of 
tub to the high points. Some minor planchet issues on the obverse 
and a patch of discoloration on the reverse are offset by slight evi- 
dence of residual luster. 


Anne silver “Capture of Bethune, St. Venant, and Aire” Medal 
1710 MS63 NGC, MI-374-220, Eimer-447. 47mm. By Croker and 
Bull. Struck in commemoration of the surrender of Bethune, St. 
Venant, and Aire during the Anglo-Dutch Wars A wonderfully 
detailed and laudably bold specimen from this highly collectible 
era of British historical medals. Punctuated by a uniform cabinet 
tone and nary a visual imperfection, we anticipate placement in a 
quality-conscious collection. 


George I gold Guinea 1715 AU58 NGC, KM543, S-3630. A 
seldom-seen, two-year type that is bested by only four other 
offerings from NGC. Uniquely, both years had two different por- 
trait styles of George I with 1715 boasting rounder facial features 
with no hair under truncation. A subtle amber under glow gives 
this handsome specimen a spectacular radiance.

An awesome one-year 
Crown-type struck over Spanish Colonial 8 Reales at the Soho 
mint between 1804 and 1811 (although they all bear the 1804 date). 
This is an uber-impressive Gem Mint example with incredible 
rainbow-colored iridescence. Especially sought after at the level 
of conditional excellence. 
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George III Bank Dollar of 5 Shillings 1804 MS62 NGC, Soho 
mint, KM-Tn1, S-3768, ESC-1925. The really crisp definition to 
the devices and nearly full denticulation around the rim supple- 
ment the visual appeal of this classically argent Crown-sized 
specimen.

Bested 
by only one other offering with less than 70 total in NGC’s certi- 
fied population. 


Victoria gold “Shield” Sovereign 1874 AUS5 NGC, KM752, 
S-3853B. Die #32. Scarcest date of the shield and die number 
type and one of the more in-demand sovereigns of late. Plenty of 
luster remains on this specimen that comes across as uncirculated 
at first glance and seems conservatively graded even after closer 
inspection. 


Victoria gold “Jubilee Head” Sovereign 1887 MS65 PCGS, 
KM767, S-3866. Angled J variety. First year of Joseph Edgar 
Boehm’s new Jubilee effigy. Oozing with mint brilliance that 
is intensified by a lush satin finish, this fully lustrous piece is a 
definite head turner. Despite nearly 300 examples having been 
registered at PCGS, only a single specimen grades higher, and 
only by a half point. 


Victoria gold 2 Pounds 1893 AU58 PCGS, KM786, S-3873. 
Mintage: 52,000. One year type depicting a mature, draped bust 
of Victoria. Beaming with golden luster and beset by only the 
faintest wear preventing a Mint State grade.

George VI gold Proof Sovereign 1937 PR62 PCGS, KM859, 
S-4076. Mintage: 5,001. A gentle haze slightly mutes the reflec- 
tive fields though the late-autumn frost on the devices certainly 
lends impressive eye appeal. Scattered friction marks prevent a 
Choice designation. 


George VI gold Proof 5 Pounds 1937 PR63 NGC, KM86l, 
S-4074, W&R-435. Mintage: 5,500. The iconic St. George slaying 
the dragon motif leaps from the surfaces of this classic Proof 
emission that is an essential type in many collector cabinets. 
The full strike yields ample luminosity of the frost and bestows 
commendable details to the devices that are encased by a crisp, 
problem-free rim. 


Elizabeth II gold Proof “Yale of Beaufort” 100 Pounds (1 oz) 
2023 PR70 Ultra Cameo NGC, S-TBCGB3. Mintage: 410. Tudor 
Beasts series. First Releases. One of only eight First Releases 
earning the top mark. 


Charles III gold Proof “King Henry VIII” 200 Pounds (2 0z) 
2023 PR70 Ultra Cameo NGC, Mintage: 77. British Monarchs 
series. Dual finish. First Releases. One of only nine First Releases 
at the top of the census.

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GUATEMALA 


Ferdinand VII “Proper Bust” 8 Reales 1808 NG-M AU Details 
(Sea Salvaged) NGC, Nueva Guatemala mint, KM69, Cal-1223. 
The elusive key of all Ferdinand 8 Reales from Guatemala, with 
only a handful auctioned in the last couple of decades, all struck 
from a single pair of dies. A virtually uncirculated piece, showing 
little to no wear to the crisp and bold peripheries, occupied by 
superficial corrosion from the shipwreck that kept this scarce 
piece. Very rare in any grade, as noted previously and a histori- 
cally important issue, likely to engage advanced Spanish Colonial 
type collectors. 


This back-dated issue was due to the Royal Ordinance of April 
10, 1808 which was only later sent to the mints of the Americas 
before Ferdinand VII surrendered his throne to Napoleon, which 
reads as follows: “regarding the fact that the coinage ought to 
be minted with my royal name and no other alteration, I have 
instructed that until the (new) master dies are received the coins 
shall be minted as until now with the bust and name of my august 
father and without variation of the date and that later some coins 
shall be minted from the new master die and my bust and name 
and the date of 1808 proving that I have reigned in it (in that 
year)”. Naturally, this royal ordinance was originally intended to 
be only provisional and effective for 1808 since the new master 
dies were expected to be sent and received in that year. However, 
Napoleon’s invasion of Spain meant that the new master dies 
would not be sent until 1811. In the interval 1808-1811, the various 
mints gave different interpretations to the aforementioned ordi- 
nance: some (as Guatemala , Potosi, Nuevo Reino and Popayan) 
kept minting with the previous bust of Charles IV while others 
(Mexico, Lima, Santiago) engraved local renditions of Ferdinand 
VI, thus creating the so call “imaginary bust” issues. In 1811, 
the Nueva Guatemala mint finally received the master dies, and 
struck coins featuring the proper bust of Ferdinand VII and the 
date 1808. 


Republic Quetzal 1925-(P) AU Details (Cleaned) NGC, 
Philadelphia mint, KM242. Facing up with somewhat muted sur- 
faces perhaps indicative of a prior cleaning, nonetheless a wholly 
respectable survivor of this elusive one-year type.

A scintillating representative expected the draw sig- 
nificant attention from quality-minded collectors, whose surfaces 
remain nearly untoned and marred by nary an imperfection, as 
confirmed by the near-Gem assignment by NGC. Rarely do we 
handle this overdated variety, especially so fine, the last of which 
in comparable condition being in 2017. With only a single finer 
by way of a “star” designation, we anticipate an elevated bidder 
response when crossing the auction block. 


Republic gold Peso 1896 MS64 NGC, KM56, Fr-7. A scarce 
type we have not encountered since 2012, now with an NGC “top 
pop.” A touch soft throughout the central motifs but bordered by 
an attractive persimmon tone on the reverse peripheries. 
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HUNGARY 


Johann I Zapolya (1526-1540) gold Goldgulden 1540-FG 
UNC Details (Cleaned) NGC, Klausenburg mint, Fr-42, Pohl 
N9, Huszar-871, Lengyel 157/1/1540. This superlative example 
is fully struck and comes to us in decidedly favorable condi- 
tion despite an old cleaning that has muted some of the original 
luster. John Zapolya, a Hungarian commoner crowned with St. 
Stephen’s diadem, reluctantly allied with the Ottomans to fend off 
Habsburg ambitions following the bloodbath at Mohacs. Sensing 
an opportunity, Zapolya betrayed the Sultan and turned his 
sword on the Ottomans. Following Zapolya’s death in 1540, the 
Hungarian kingdom was partitioned in three, including an eastern 
part—Transylvania—governed by Zapolya’s infant son, John II 
Sigismund (1540-1571). 


Leopold I Taler 1688-KB AU58 PCGS, Kremnitz mint, 
KM214.1, Dav-3260. An entrancing representative of this ubiqui- 
tous Taler issue, certified at the cusp of a Mint State assignment 
and relaying a seemingly more refined portrait of this iconic ruler. 


Leopold I gold 1/6 Ducat 1686-NB MS64 NGC, Nagybanya 
mint, KM189, Fr-154, Husz-1343. A splendid little Choice Mint 
State 17th Century gold issue featuring a detailed rendering of 
Leopold I and the classic Madonna and Child reverse. 
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”St. George” gold Medallic Ducat ND (1709-1746) MS61 
PCGS, Kremnitz mint, Fr-587. By Paul Gottlieb Nirnburger. 
3.18gm. S GEORGIVS EQVITVM PATRONVS St. George in 
armor on horse right, with spear, below dragon; in exergue N // 
IN TEMPESTATE SECVRITAS Christ asleep in boat as apostles 
seek to wake him. The evidence of a previous strike on this 
exceedingly scarce and richly symbolic issue gives an initial 
impression of wear, but a more careful analysis reveals the unhan- 
dled condition of the attendant devices. Struck in denominations 
of 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, and 10 Ducats, all of which are seldom encoun- 
tered. 


Franz Joseph I Medallic Restrike Taler 1896 MS63 PCGS, 
Kremnitz mint, KM-X16, Tower-897, Fruhwald-2206. An 
engrossing and fabulously fine medallic Taler featuring the 
classic motifs of St. George battling the Dragon, and on the 
reverse Christ with his disciples are navigating on stormy seas. A 
perfect addition to the discerning and quality-minded collector’s 
cabinet, this impeccably preserved example faces up with shim- 
mering fields adorned with fleeting moments of ice-blue toning 
propelling the visual effect to an elite level. 


Franz Joseph I gold “Coronation” 100 Korona 1907-KB MS60 
NGC, Kremnitz mint, KM490, Fr-256, Husz-2213. Struck to mark 
the 40th anniversary of Franz Joseph’s coronation. A popular dual 
finish type, with central matte features surrounded by reflective 
outer rings. Conservatively graded at the lowest tier of Mint State.

Type 
A obverse, Type SG reverse. A lightly-handled example of this 
beautiful and lustrous type. An enchanting yellow-gold luster 
graces the flashy surfaces with touches of amber toning, mostly 
upon the highest points of the legends. 


British India. Victoria gold Mohur 1841.-(c) AU58 PCGS, 
Calcutta mint, KM462.1, S&W-3.7. Type A obverse, Type I 
reverse. W.W. incuse on truncation, plain 4 (without serif). A 
scarce and incredibly popular British Indian gold type featuring 
a wonderful young Queen Victoria bust on the obverse and a 
majestic, roaming lion on the reverse. A choice example for the 
assigned grade, showing practically no wear, gentle friction in the 
fields, and slightly frosty luster that is virtually unbroken. On the 
brink of Mint State, and worthy of a premium bid. 


British India. Victoria gold Mohur 1841.-(c) AU Details 
(Obverse Scratched) NGC, Calcutta mint, KM462.1, S&W- 
3.7. Type A obverse, Type I reverse. W.W. on truncation, plain 4 
(without serif). An overall lovely offering with a splendid lemon- 
gold toning to impress any of the Victoria British India collectors. 
Noting the scratch on the right of the obverse, the piece at hand 
still boasts high aesthetic allure with satin-like surfaces with fine 
detailing. 


British India. Victoria gold Mohur 1882-C MS61 NGC, 
Calcutta mint, KM496, S&W-6.11. Adorned with captivating 
and intricate filigree, this impressive offering displays a vibrant 
goldenrod luster with even the slightest of wrist movements. It 
rightfully sits among the high curve of graded examples, by both 
NGC and PCGS. 


British India. Victoria gold Proof Restrike 5 Rupees 1870-(c) 
PR64 NGC, Calcutta mint, KM476, S&W-4.16. Mature Bust. A 
stunningly bright, honey-gold offering that instantly captures the 
attention of any viewer or numismatist.

This substantive Gem spec- 
imen abounds in glistening cartwheel luster. Essentially flawless 
and extremely desirable as such.

Only coming to 
market once every few years, we note PCGS has seen only four of 
these total and should entice the specialist of the French Colonies.

Jean Levesque de la Cassiere 4 Tari ND (1572-81) XF40 NGC, 
Valletta mint, Restelli-8. Rare, particularly when encountered 
straight-graded and with such magnificently preserved motifs, 
where the depiction of John the Baptist’s head on platter is appre- 
ciably strong. A well-centered strike on cracked flan as is typical 
for this issue. 


MEXICO 


Charles & Johanna “Early Series” Rincén Cob 4 Reales ND 
(1536-1538) M-R VF30 NGC, Mexico City mint, KM-MBI16, 
Cal-116. Latin “R”, Rhomboid Panel variety. 13.5gm. A somewhat 
attainable example of this highly-coveted type, likely to the last 
issue from Francisco del Rincon’s tenure as assayer before the 
move to the rounded motto pattern employed by later assayers 
P, F, and G. Well-centered and struck on an ample flan, the piece 
displays a pleasing charcoal patina interspersed between argent 
highpoints, the typical die shift visible in the lower right region of 
the obverse.

A fairly affordable and attractive 
example of this popular type. Highly alluring due to a rich patina 
of cerulean, plum and golden hues, fit with prominent bloom typi- 
cally reserved for Mint State examples. 


Ferdinand VII 2 Reales 1809 Mo-TH MS62 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM92, Cal-856. A scarce first-year minor from the fabled 
Mexico City mint expressing immense flash and detail, a product 
of an exacting strike resulting in near-medallic features that 
project boldly towards the viewer. Featuring Ferdinand’s “imagi- 
nary” bust, the piece at hand remains tied for the finest with one 


other at NGC, and thus is worthy of advanced consideration. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1814 Mo-JJ MS60 NGC, 
Mexico City mint, KM161, Calico-1788. Though abrasions and 
light handling account for the grade-level, the reverse luster is 
particularly bountiful. 
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Sombrerete. Ferdinand VII 8 Reales”Royalist” 1812 
AU55 NGC, KM177, Cal-1427. A conditional outlier for 
this generally crude type, most examples having seen 
substantial use in circulation. Despite notable adjust- 
ment marks, this piece retains an almost freshly minted 
appearance, its lustrous golden patina serving to enhance its 
appeal. Only a single representative of the type submitted to 
NGC or PCGS ranks finer, an MS62, making this an incred- 
ibly scarce opportunity to own an example of this type so fine.

An iconic Royalist issue that, despite 
its crude character, displays fairly comprehensive legibility and 
composure to the motifs, all wrapped in a pleasing cabinet patina. 
A good opportunity to acquire this type now, as it has drawn sub- 
stantial premiums in recent auction results.

MS63+ NGC, Zacatecas mint, KM111.5, Cal-1465. “HISPAN” 
variety. Showcasing mesmerizing mint luster across both 
faces, accompanied by a remarkably sharp strike with minimal 
marks or signs of handling. Exceptional quality for this kind of 
Revolutionary type, with just three examples at NGC placing 
higher out of 304 graded there.

A sought-after Iturbide 
emission that becomes quite difficult to source in Mint State, 
with only 8 Choice specimens ranking higher on the NGC 
census. The representative at hand displays a brilliant core 
complemented by substantial glossiness in the fields, pulled 
together by subtle amber silhouetting.

An absolute show-stopper for the type, 
and one we’ve only seen a handful of times, most of which fall 
far below the current offering, with only the D. Moore specimen 
ranking finer. Full brilliance abounds this diminutive yet iconic 
specimen and is certainly worthy of considerable attention from 
the discerning Mexican type collector. 


Republic Mint Error - Double-Struck 8 Reales ND (1824- 
1897) MS62 NGC, Second strike 50% off center. Lustrous and 
bright, featuring an elongated flan, which is common with off- 
center strikes. The well-preserved double-devices really make 
this an enjoyable piece to view in hand. 


Republic gold 4 Escudos 1825 Mo-JM MS62 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM381.6, Fr-77. A difficult date and denomination 
and one that generally is seen in AU grades, here certified on the 
cusp of a Choice assignment, showcasing flashy recesses to the 
legends and a relatively complete strike when considering the 
type on the whole. Among the finest and bested only by two NGC 
occupants. 
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Maximilian gold 20 Pesos 1866-Mo AU58 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM389, Fr-62. Mintage: 8,274. A storied issue from the 
short-lived imperial reign of Maximilian I, struck only a year 
before his execution in 1867. Displaying apricot tone on the 
reverse and an appealing profile on the obverse, just slight rub is 
visible to Maximilian’s cheek. Sure to bring a strong premium in 
this near-Mint State, problem-free condition.

Estados Unidos “Caballito” Peso 1912 MS65 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM453, Elizondo-1057. A more difficult date to come 
by across the short-lived “Caballito” series and certified near the 
peak of the conditional census. Wholly untoned with blazing cart- 
wheel luster, the piece at hand bounds ahead of the vast majority 
of this date we have yet seen. 


Estados Unidos “Caballito” Peso 1913 MS64 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM453. A much-loved type with arguably one of the 
loveliest obverse designs in Mexican coinage, offered here in 
near-Gem grade with fully lustrous fields.

Celebrating the Centennial of 
Independence, this Choice example boasts lustrous velveteen sur- 
faces and features a prominent overdate correction.

Shimmering and decadently lustrous, this 
is a wonderful example of the low-mintage first date of the series.

Struck to commemorate the Centennial of the Constitution. The 
superb design is brought to life on a radiating amber-gold plan- 
chet.

Charles III gold 100 Francs 1886-A MS62 PCGS, Paris 
mint, KM99, Gad-MC122. A beautifully preserved near-Choice 
example with straw-yellow, satiny fields and daring luster that 
dances across its surfaces.

A wholly respectable near-Mint State 
specimen with residual luster teeming in the protected areas.

A private 
issue produced by the First Banking Corporation in Tangier and 
refined by N. M. Rothschild & Sons, often considered the world’s 
first one-ounce bullion coin.

Complete legibility to the text, a full 
strike, and only a single edge split makes the level of quality for 
this usually crude type almost unfathomable. There simply are 
not that many truly breathtaking Daalders on the market, but this 
is certainly one of the few that meets the criteria. Top-pop at NGC 
by three full points.

Utrecht. Provincial gold Imitative Rose Noble ND (c. 1600- 
1601) MS63 NGC, Utrecht mint, KM6, Fr-277. 7.59gm. Of 
immense quality for a type often encountered with conditional 
modifiers or in lightly circulated assignments. Imbued with 
a notably radiant luster that enlivens mottled autumnal hues 
throughout, the piece at hand endures as one of the finest we’ve 
handled, further embellished by a pleasing strike and fine center- 
ing that even issues imitated by the current specimen generally 
lack. 


Utrecht. Provincial gold Imitative Rose Noble ND (c. 1600- 
1601) AU55 PCGS, Utrecht mint, KM6, Fr-277. 7.54gm. King in 
ship facing, holding sword and shield; on the stern a banner with 
lion rampant left; large rose on ship’s hull / Rose and sun on cross 
fleurée, crowns and lions in quarters, all within polylobe. A strik- 
ing gold piece from the early period of the Dutch “Golden Age,” 
bountifully lustered and decoratively engraved. Struck in imita- 
tion of English hammered Rose Nobles.

George V Florin 1936 MS63 PCGS, KM4. Facing up with a 
crisp strike and virtually untoned surfaces, enhancing its overall 
appeal. The coin’s exceptional luster adds to its desirability and 
demonstrates the craftsmanship of its time.

Boasting a generously 
lustrous reverse and glimmers of mint bloom in the protected 
areas of obverse, with only minute wisps and chatter limiting this 
promising offering from Mint State. 


Ferdinand VI gold Cob 4 Escudos 1750 L-R AU58 PCGS, 
Lima mint, KM-A47, Calico-690. 13.45gm. A captivating rep- 
resentation from the only year Peruvian Cob 4 Escudos were 
minted under Ferdinand VI’s reign; exhibiting a lovely, canary 
yellow patina that enhances its visual appeal. A thin but mate- 
rial layer of Mint frost is nearly maintained throughout, offering 
added beauty to this already charming specimen. An important 
Peruvian gold type from the Spanish Colonial era, especially 
when located this close to Mint State. 
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Ferdinand VI gold 8 Escudos 1755 LM-JM AU53 PCGS, Lima 
mint, KM59.1, Fr-20, Cal-769. A rare and collectible three-year 
type, displaying well-defined details and partial luster, with a 
scattering of visible surface marks located in the inner fields. Just 
two examples grade finer on the PCGS census.

Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1818 LM-JP XF45 NGC, Lima 
mint, KM129.1. Admitting honest and balanced wear from busy 
circulation, yet a wholly respectable example of this popular and 
scarcely offered type that currently finds no examples certified in 
Mint State across both grading services. 


Republic gold 100 Soles 1957 MS63 NGC, Lima mint, KM231. 
Mintage: 550. This ultra-limited type seems to always present as 
almost Prooflike, as does this spectacularly radiant example. A 
few minor grazes from surface friction are evident but they hardly 
detract from this absolute blazer. 


Republic gold 100 Soles 1961 MS65 NGC, Lima mint, KM231. 
Bathed in attractive apricot hue and booming luster that captures 
the eye and enhances the visual appeal.

Republic 8 Reales 
1833 Cuzco-BoAr (cf. KM142.4); Counterstamp: Crowned “F.7.0” 
stamp. Scarcer host coin type with strong remaining details for 
the grade. The natural surfaces are quite pleasing. 


Spanish Colony. Isabel II 10 Centimos 1867/6 MS63 PCGS, 
KM145. Distinctly original with a burst of brightness that ema- 
nates from the center obverse and reverse as well as possessing 
patches of cerulean toning that vitalize the darker areas of the 
surfaces. Also benefiting from the complete preservation of 
details and a full collar around the rim, this overdate variety is 
one of only a handful that survives in Choice condition. 


Spanish Colony. Isabel II 20 Centimos 1866 MS61 NGC, 
KM146, Basso-60. Very scarce in Mint State, this survivor 
comes darkly toned and features an aqua blue veil that drapes the 
obverse and edges. On the reverse, a reddish-brown cloak covers 
the entire surface, with little to no wear evident on the devices. 
Certainly unorthodox, yet also gratifying and deserving of its 
elite designation. 
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USA Administration 20 Centavos 1907 MS65 NGC, 
Philadelphia mint, KM170. This single-highest graded speci- 
men at NGC epitomizes the velveteen-lustrous quality that is 
typically left by freshly polished dies. Type and series collectors 
take note as this Gem is likely to remain at the top for some time. 
Supremely attractive. 


USA Administration Mint Error - Triple Struck Reverse 
Peso 1908-S MS63 PCGS, San Francisco mint, KM172. Rather 
dramatic doubling of the volcano on closer inspection reveals the 
sometimes impressive degree to which this coin has been multi- 
struck. A fascinating offering, especially in Choice Mint State, 
that is sure to inspire excitement with Philippines error and/or 
Peso specialists.

It has slight touches 
of a pale-gold luster, paring beautifully with the variety of over- 
arching slate tones. There are only four other examples in a higher 
grade known to NGC. 


Nicholas I of Russia gold 20 Zlotych (3 Roubles) 1840 CIIB-A4 
AUS53 PCGS, St. Petersburg mint, KM-C136.1, Fr-111. Mintage: 
5,473. A popular low-mintage date from this fleeting series and 
one we’ve only handled twice previously. Only mild surface 
friction establishes the grade, while the majority of the engraved 
devices remain fully intact. Very rare, and an offering that doubt- 
lessly will be met with keen bidder interest. 


Alexander I of Russia gold 25 Zlotych 1818-IB XF45 NGC, 
Warsaw mint, KM-C102A (Rare), Fr-106. Struck with collar 
variety.

Joao VI gold 6400 Reis (Pega) 1823 MS64 NGC, Lisbon mint, 
KM364, Gomes-18.18. 14 fruits variety. Sitting at the penultimate 
grade on the NGC census, whirling with luster and saturated by 
an imperial gold tone. We note some adjustment marks in front of 
the king’s neck. 
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Luiz I gold 10000 Reis 1879 MS63 NGC, KMS520, Fr-152. An 
appreciably Choice offering that faces up with even a touch 
Prooflike appearance. 


RHODESIA 


Elizabeth II gold Proof 5 Pounds 1966 PR64 PCGS, Pretoria 
mint, KM7, Fr-1. Mintage: 3,000. Bright and flashy with rose- 
gold surfaces and wholly reflective fields. 


ROMANIA 


Carol I copper Proof Pattern 5 Bani 1905 PR64 Red and 
Brown NGC, Schaffer/Stambuliu-047-1.7. Plain edge, no center 
hole, coin alignment. A lovely example with ample mint redness 
throughout the fields. 


Carol I tin Proof Piefort Pattern 20 Bani 1905 PR65 NGC, 
Schaffer/Stambuliu-055-1.13 var (unlisted in Proof Piefort in 
tin). Plain edge, no center hole, coin alignment. A delightful and 
attractive Proof Piefort variant of this scarcer type. 


Carol 1 5 Lei 1882-B AU58 NGC, Bucharest mint, KM17.1, 
Schaffer/Stambuliu-27. Scarce in such a state of preservation, this 
near-Mint State piece boasts vibrant surfaces and only the slight- 
est evidence of circulation. 


Carol I gold 12-1/2 Lei 1906 MS60 NGC, Brussels mint, KM36, 
Fr-8. One year type issued for the 40th Anniversary of his Reign.

Lustrous honey surfaces make this quite attractive for 
the lower registers of Mint State, perhaps held back by the most 
innocuous of rim dings. 


Ferdinand I gold “Coronation” 50 Lei 1922 AU58 NGC, 
KM-XM3, Fr-11. Minted in 1928. Produced for the coronation of 
Ferdinand I and Marie of Romania. An impressive large-size gold 
commemorative issue with significant bright yellow luster, but 
also significant hairlines from light handling.

Carol II gold 20 Lei 1940-C MS62 NGC, Bucharest mint, 
KM-XM%9, Fr-18, Schaffer/Stambuliu-108. Thorn wreath obverse. 
Struck in commemoration of the 10th anniversary of Carol’s 
reign. Nearly impossible to locate in Choice with this piece just 
one point removed from the top of the census. 


Carol II brass Specimen Pattern 250 Lei 1935 SP50 PCGS, 
Bucharest mint, KM-PnB245, Schaffer/Stambuliu-155-1.1. By I. 
Jalea. The only example certified at PCGS and seemingly the only 
specimen with a recent auction result this cataloger could locate. 
We note some inconsistency to the edge and softness to the strike, 
all acceptable given the rarity of this Pattern variety.

1. Highly elusive not only as a type, but for this particular variety, 
which Spassky notes beside the line drawing in his reference 
“NOT FOUND.” While at first glance, the appearances are akin 
to those types more often encountered, clearly imitating those 
contemporary Byzantine issues featuring IC/XC on either side of 
a nimbate Christ, yet the obverse here boasts a distinctly different 
treatment. As such, we expect competitive bidding from the spe- 
cialist of this oft-contested type.

Elizabeth gold Rouble 1756 MS62 NGC, Moscow mint, 
KM-C22, Bit-60 (R). Rightfully earning both its Mint designa- 
tion and its place at the top of the certified NGC population, this 
radiant example is blessed with beautiful preservation, satin 
champagne surfaces, and a slight halo of toning. 


Elizabeth gold 2 Roubles 1756 AUS5 NGC, KM-C23.1, Fr-118. 
No mint mark variety. Accented by an attractive amber patina on 
the lower fields, this eye-catching offering has deep honey toning. 
A lovely example of this two-year type. 


Siberia. Catherine II 10 Kopecks 1780-KM MS64 Brown 
PCGS, Suzun mint, KM-C6, Bit-1044. Presently tied for the 
highest awarded grade at PCGS census with only two other exam- 
ples, and featuring handsome glossiness to the lower-lying fields 
and a forceful strike that brings out the details of the motifs. A 
flan flaw on the crown is noted for completeness, but does not 
detract from the overall impression of quality at hand. 


Catherine II gold Rouble 1779 AU58 NGC, St. Petersburg mint, 
KM-C76, Bit-115 (R), Diakov-388. A charming little one-year 
gold type featuring the bust of Catherine the Great.

A 
popular Imperial Russian gold type that presents well despite the 
light cleaning and “spot removals” that have dulled the appear- 
ance.

NGC, Ekaterinburg mint, KM150.1. Displaying bountiful glossi- 
ness and fully struck devices, this Proof specimen comes to us 
in an unrivaled state of preservation for a type that typically saw 
circulation.

Though this issue was often well- 
preserved, Superb Gem pieces such as this still command a 
substantial premium. 


Nicholas II gold 5 Roubles 1909-36 MS66 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-Y62. Boldly struck and dressed in an opulent, dark- 
honey tone.

An advanced specimen of this imminently 
collectible type showcasing cascading luster.

Struck in the equivalent 
of a four Sovereign weight, and issued to pay the Saudi Arabian 
government for oil rights. An attractive aurous specimen certified 
at the cusp of a Mint State assignment. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Republic gold “Veld” Pond 1902 AU Details (Reverse 
Scratched) NGC, Pilgrims Rest mint, KM11, Fr-4, Hern-Z54. 
Struck from a paltry mintage of just 968 pieces to hastily pay 
soldiers during the Second Boer War. An always coveted type 
and one we’ve seen with relative frequency, and despite the noted 
scratch and filed rims to the reverse, maintains a pleasing eye 
appeal elevated by an apricot-tinged halo. 
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SPAIN 


Ferdinand & Isabella gold 2 Excelentes ND (1476-1516)-S 
MS61 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-129, Cal-732. 6.99gm. Boasting 
a strong strike, this Seville minted Ferdinand & Isabella 2 
Excelentes is a notable representation of early post-Medieval gold 
coinage. The coin’s surfaces, which have been graded Mint State 
by NGC, still display a touch of luster and are surprisingly free 
from significant abrasions that one might expect at this grade 
point. Beyond the coin’s impressive technical qualities, its his- 
torical significance stemming from one of Spain’s most iconic 
monarchs adds an extra layer of allure. 


Ferdinand & Isabella (1476-1516) gold 2 Excelentes ND (from 
1497)-S MS61 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-129, Cal-742. Enticing for 
the type and one usually encountered in these lower Mint State 
designations, imbued with a honeyed patina and light mint luster.

(star)-S MS62 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-153, Cal-197. A glistening 
specimen that, while exhibiting some minor striking weakness to 
the legends typical for the type, does little to diminish the Mint 
State appeal and ample originality embodies within this example.

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Philip V 4 Reales 1709 M-J XF45 NGC, Madrid mint, KM278, 
Calico-1059. Large bust. Medal alignment. Choice for the des- 
ignation with significant luster remaining in the recessed areas 
of the design and only mild highpoint friction evidence. The 
faint adjustment marks of the planchet visible over the bust are 
unobtrusive while the reverse eyeappeal is excellent. A few faint 
vertical wisps in the field in front of Philip’s face are noted for 
completeness. This handsome example of the very elusive 4 
Reales denomination ranks among the finest offered in recent 
years and should elicit strong attention. 


The series of silver issues minted in Madrid during the War of 
Spanish Succession and dated 1709 represented a significant 
technical breakthrough for Spanish coinage, since among the 


first struck with a coining press in Spain. These were built by 


two French engineers Pierre and Antoine Lourdet and installed 
in a small facility near the Plazuela de las Descalzas. The coins 
showing the bust of Philip V and struck to the fineness standard 
of 11 dineros (917 fineness) clearly show the Bourbon influence 
and of simple yet quite handsome design. They also represent 
the initial attempt to centralize the entire minting operations 
since for the first time coins were struck directly by the King 
without paying the traditional fees to the Mint’s Director and by 
operators working on a fixed salary instead of a percentage of 
the minted output. The venture - starting in summer of 1709 and 
lasting only a few months - was a failure, due to the ill-suited 
locale, the indifferent quality of the presses and, not surprisingly, 
the opposition of the personnel which contributed to various 
defects on the coins and the eventual break of the presses. As 
a consequence, all denominations are very scarce to rare and 
decidedly rare in better preservations. 


Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1802 M-FA MS63+ NGC, Madrid 
mint, KM437.1, Cal-1621. An enchanting example of a type we 
rarely handle so fine, dripping in sun-gold brilliance across 
watery fields throughout. Hardly a trace of weakness is detected 
through the raised features, resulting in near-medallic devices 
that project sharply and boldly towards the viewer.

An alluring near-Mint State 
specimen embellished by gentle reflectivity.

Mint State specimen bested by only a single other occupant at 
NGC, precluded from finer designations by only the most minor 
instances of handling.

A blazing stunner and the 
sole finest of only four certified between both major grading 
services, whose surfaces remain nearly untouched and luster 
unmuted.

NGC, Madrid mint, KM564.2, Cal-1641. Beaming, cartwheel 
luster defines this Choice Mint State “De Vellon” type that has 
incredible eye appeal for this grade point. 
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Isabel II 4 Reales 1848-CL MS65 NGC, Madrid mint, KM519.2. 
Exuberant cartwheel luster and bold details highlight this Gem 
specimen.

A cartwheel luster illuminates 
the deep-honey fields and reveals a radiant flame of amber toning, 
alongside slight marbling. 


Alfonso XIII gold 100 Pesetas 1897(97) SG-V AUS8 NGC, 
Madrid mint, KM708, Fr-347. An endearing one-year type featur- 
ing the right-facing adolescent bust of Alfonso XIII. Plenty of 
mint brilliance remains on this specimen that sits on the cusp of 
Mint State. While scattered bag marks are evident, there is little 
in the way of actual circulation wear. 


SPANISH NETHERLANDS 


Brabant. Philip IV of Spain 48 Patards ND (1652-1672) XF45 
NGC, Delm-324. Host: Mexico Philip IV 8 Reales 1655 Mo-P 
(KM45); Counterstamp: Golden fleece in shield (AU Strong). 
This elusive “Golden Fleece” countermark, fully embossed 
(unlike most examples), was applied to Spanish cobs whose 
weight and fineness had been verified by the Dutch govern- 
ment, trying to remove the low silver examples after the Potosi 
Scandal and other problem coins that were in circulation. This 
practice was eventually ended upon the discovery of clipped 
counterstamped coins, so even though they were marked as regal 
weight, they had now become adulterated. Bold countermark on a 
precisely-struck cob, crowned by dove toning.

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SWEDEN 


Gustav Vasa 2 Ore 1541 MS63 NGC, Svartsjé mint, SM-197. 
An enchanting 16th century Swedish minor, seldom offered for 
sale in any condition, let alone Choice Mint State. The obverse 
strike is sharp and pleasing and the luster is brilliant argent with 
even a touch of reflectivity. The only other graded example of this 
date at NGC is an AUS3. 


Gustav Vasa Daler 1544 VF35 NGC, Svartsjé mint, Dav-8698, 
SM-157b. Year as 44 (instead of 1544) variety. This Swedish 
Gustav Vasa Daler from 1544 is a captivating glimpse into the 
Northern European flavor of large silver Crown-size issues that 
first became a currency staple during this century. The coin 
showcases a Christ design on the reverse, providing a fascinating 
look at religious influences in numismatics. Gentle, honest wear 
and smooth gray patina make this a fantastic representative of an 
old and scarce type. 


Erik XIV Riksdaler 1561 VF Details (Tooled) NGC, Stockholm 
mint, Dav-8701, AAH-S. Despite the tooling, the details of this 
scarce Swedish Daler are fully appreciable at this level of pres- 
ervation. Highly sought after in any grade, this offering would 
make an excellent representative of the type for a savvy, budget- 
conscious collector. 


Johan III 2 Riksdaler ND (1587) VF Details (Polished) NGC, 
Stockholm mint, Dav-LS572, AAH-20. A particularly difficult 
multiple Riksdaler to locate and one that we’ve only ever handled 
a single time before, here with uniform gunmetal appearances 
likely the result of the conditional qualifier. Despite this, the 
detail remains full and largely undisturbed and no doubt will be 
eagerly sought-after. 


Erfurt. Gustav II Adolf gold Ducat 1632 AU55 NGC, Fr-919, 
AAJ-lla, SGM-55. An elusive relic from the days of Swedish 
occupation in Erfurt struck during the final year of reign for 
Gustav II Adolf. Bright, luminous surfaces abound this well- 
struck representative, making for an attractive specimen for the 
type collector. 


Erfurt. Christina of Sweden gold Ducat 1645 XF Details 
(Damaged) NGC, Riga mint, KM88, Fr-929, Ahlstrom-36. A 
bold and becoming portrait of Queen Christina features on this 
fleeting Swedish Occupation issue. 


Carl XII gold Ducat 1717-LC MS62 NGC, Stockholm mint, 
KM350, AAH-19. A notoriously popular and elusive Swedish 
type and one seen quite infrequently on the market, perhaps 
once every few years in comparable conditions as seen here. 
Displaying an exacting strike and and largely untouched surfaces, 
the piece on offer will surely appeal to the conditionally con- 
scious collector. 


Ulrika Eleonora Riksdaler 1719-LC VF Details 
(Counterstamped) NGC, Stockholm mint, KM370, Day-1718. 
Mintage: 10,000. A scarce, singular issue that is seldom offered, 
featuring the portrait of Ulrika Eleonora as Queen regnant. The 
detail is strong but the obverse shows signs of cleaning and a 
curious “S” stamp punched neatly, below the bust. 


Frederick I gold 1/4 Ducat 1733 MS63 NGC, KM417, Fr-60, 
SM-5la. A flashy and brilliant example of this fractional Ducat 
from the reign of Frederick. Tied for finest known among both 
major grading services. 


Frederick I gold Ducat 1745-HM AU Details (Bent) NGC, 
KM421, Fr-64, SM-32. The surfaces are surprisingly lustrous and 
brilliant despite the “bent” notation. 
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Gustaf III gold Ducat 1779-OL AU Details (Edge Damage, 
Scratched) NGC, KM510, Fr-74, Ahlstrém-16. A seldom seen 
issue with impressive luster despite the noted damage. 


Gustaf IV Adolf gold Ducat 1808-OL MS61 NGC, Stockholm 
mint, KM542, Fr-77, SM-19. A scarce and attractive early 19th 
Century Swedish gold type, presented here in Mint State with 
wonderful amber hues. 


Carl XIV Johan “Freedom Centenary” Riksdaler 1821-CB 
MS62 NGC, Stockholm mint, KM610, Dav-350. 300 Hundred 
Years of Political and Religious Freedom. This impressive com- 
memorative issue showcases a refined blend of lustrous mint 
gloss and wonderful pewter gray patina. A scarce treat whose 
beauty and design prowess can only be fully appreciated in Mint 
State. A few thin, light scrapes underneath the patina can be 
observed on Carl’s chin and cheek using magnification. 


Gustaf V gold 20 Kronor 1925-W MS65 NGC, KM800, Fr-96. 
An essential one-year type for the 20th-century gold collector, 
seldom seen at this level of preservation. The smooth, velveteen 
surfaces really showcase the ornate reverse crown and arms. 


SWITZERLAND 


Basel. City Taler 1741 MS62 NGC, KM149, Dav-1750, HMZ- 
2-99d. This imposing Taler is one of the more attractive Swiss 
issues that one is likely to encounter, and that is saying a lot. 
Displaying the popular dragon and cityscape motifs, the planchet 
features champagne-tipped devices atop swirls of silver, amber, 
and charcoal. This uncirculated jewel will invite many return 
views from its new owner. 


Basel. City 2 Taler ND (c. 1710)-IDB AU55 NGC, KM130, Davy- 
1742A (prev. Dav-LS588), Divo-87. 7 ships variety. An always 
enviable production of Basel, showcasing an expertly engraved 
and ornate city-view and arms, embellished by a gentle cobalt 
aura to the outer peripheries. Only minor striking weakness is 
witnessed to the obverse, likely the reason for a sub-Mint State 
preservation to this unmistakably fine rendition, that still ranks 
among the finest between both grading services. 


Bern. Canton gold Ducat 1794 MS64 Prooflike NGC, KM148, 
Fr-180, HMZ-2-215h. A one-year type and the final single-Ducat 
issue of the canton. This is lovely, with deep, reflective surfaces 
and a firm, frosted strike. There is a slightly marbled quality to 
the patina that provides depth to the visual presentation. Just shy 
of Gem, this example shares the top spot at NGC. Bidders should 
note that the last Prooflike issue that we handled was in 2016. 


Bern. Canton gold Duplone 1797 MS65 NGC, KM163, Fr-187, 
HMZ-2-213i. A careful analysis of the devices reveals the quality 
of craftsmanship that went into producing this astonishing type 
with the raised features on the warrior’s garb and the canton’s arms 
evoking sensory impressions that are almost as tactile as they are 
visual. Though not designated as Prooflike, there is a clear con- 
trast between the darkly mirrored fields and the luminous devices. 
Given its Eliasberg provenance and its grip on the peak of the NGC 
census, this specimen should attract ample bidder attention.

Despite two examples coming under our hammer 
this calendar year, this is not a type that we have the privilege of 
handling very often.

The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or 
tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after Auction can a 
refund of tax paid be made.

27. Inthe event that Buyer's payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Buyer shall pay the maximum statutory 
processing fee set by applicable state law.
